3. [-._]The Chairman summarized the background of and 
experience in CIA's program of checking personnel departing 
Agency buildings to guard against removal of classified documents. 
Mr. Gambino said the program was designed to increase security 
awareness and discipline, and that it seemed to be working 
in limiting the casual removal of documents. He advised that 
some complaints, largely from women, had been received and 
responded to by noting that items such as purses have to be 
checked as part of airport boarding security and for entry to 
such places as the White House. 


4. [-_]The Chairman advised that the recently enacted 
wiretape statute involved a number of security concerns such as 
accountability for and secure storage of sensitive documents. 
Mr. Gambino said that CIA had been asked to develop a supporting 
security plan for approval by the DCI.
